Charges Against Prosecut= 


ors In land Frauds 


DISMISSED JURORS'STORY 


Say That Efforts Were Made by Gov- 


ernment Attorneys to Intimidate and 


Coerce Them to Return Indictments 


Against 
Defendants Contrary 
to 


Proof Presented—Matter Brought to 
.Attention of Attorney General 


Tulsa, Okla., May 19.— Sensation- 


al allegations concerning the official 
conduct of Sylvester H. Rush, spe- 
cial assistant to the attorney general, 
and "United States District Attorney 
Gregg o£ the Northern District of 
Oklahoma, are made in two petitions 
filed in the federal court 
here 
In 


connection with the Blusitogee town- 
lot fraud cases. 


One petition is signed oy nine mem- 


bers of the grand jury that was dis- 
charged on Saturday last by Judge 
Marshall upon'motion of Gregg, who 
asserted that the jury had been sub- 
jected to improper influences. It re- 
futes this charge and in turn makes 
allegations against Gregg and Rush. 
It alleges misconduct before the jury, 
efforts to intimidate and coerce the 
jury to return 
Indictments 
against 


Governor Haskell and the other de- 
fendants regardless of, and contrary 
to proof presented, and petitions the 
court to investigate the jurors' al- 
legations. 
. The defendants also liled 
a 
re- 


sponse to the motion, of Gregg dis- 
puting the charges of improper in- 
fluences. This response alleges that 
Gregg has used the Tulsa World, of 
•which he is stated to he part owner, 
to mould sentiment and to prejudice 
the court and grand jury against the 
defendants; that he stated that he 
was after Haskell and associates and 
that no one else would be prosecuted;

Chief Judge of Maine Supreme Court

Discussion Among Clergy. 


Baugor, Me.—Iu ihe course of an 


address before the Twencieth Century 
Club upon the subject of divorce Lu- 
cillius A. Emery. Chief Judge of the 
Maine Supreme Judicial Court, gave 
utterance 10 some views that have 
created much comment and discussion 
among the clergy and others. 
.Judge 


Emery said, in part: 


"I have read a great deal and heard 
great deal aboui the divorce evil. 


Now, in my opinion, divorce is not 
an evil. Like other remedies for evil, 
it may and does have attendant lesser 
evils, which wo must seriously consid- 
er and eliminate it' possible, but in it- 
self divorce is not an evil—it is a 
remedy. 
The evil precedes divorce, 


but comes after marriage. 1 shall not 
consider the moral side of thc ques- 
tion. 
I am speaking from the legal 


standpoint alone in considering this 
remedy for many of tbc evils OL so- 
ciety. 


".Marriage is a civil institution, es- 


tablished by statute Cor the benefit of 
man. 
It is not a sacrament. 
There 


is nothing divine about it, but it is a 
purely human instiuiion. 
Law has 


established it. Its rights and abuses 
are defined, not by the church, but by 
law. 
Having established marriage, 


the question is, Shall \ve perpetuate 
it?'

'•Races in the Uuited dialed," appear- 
ing in the Atlantic .Monthly, Prof. Wil- 
liam Z. Ripley of Harvard University 
declares that from the abnormal in- 
termixture of alien peoples in this 
country may result a reversion to a 
swarthy and black-eyed primitive type 
"running back to u lime before- the 
separation of European varieties of 
men began." 
This may settle "ihe 


live issue as to whether the iirst Eu- 
ropeans were long-headed or broad- 
headed, that is to say. Negroid or 
Asiatic in derivation." 
Prof. Ripley 


speaks of the primary physical broth- 
erhood, not only of all branches of 
the white race, but of all races of men, 
as a "scientific probability." That is, 
the white, yellow, black, 
and 
red 


races differ "only in their degree of 
physical and mental evolution." 


Prof. Ripley remarks upon the ten- 


dency 
of intermixed slocks Its in- 


crease 
the 
perceutage 
of female 


births. 
In the 
blending which is 


"sure to assume tremendous propor- 
tions" is an opportunity to study men 
in relation lo this "great nalura.1 law." 
Sloreover, in the "powerful process 
of social .selection," which is already 
apparent, the Anglo-Saxon or Teuton- 
ic element is threatened with com- 
plete submergence. 
But 
while 
he 


foresees that the Anglo-Saxon stock,' 
with its attenuated birtb.ra.te. will be 
"physically inundated by the engulf- 
ing Hood" of foreigners, he trusts that 
"the torch of its civilization and ideals 
may still continue to illuminate ihe 
way." 
To nourish, uplift, and inspire 


the immigrant peoples of Europe is 
henceforth the "Anglo-Saxon's bur- 
den." 
Prof. Ripley's article is in part 


as follows: 


"Will the future American two luui- j 


dred years hence be better or worse, 
as a physical being, because of his 
mongrel origin? What chance is there 
that, out of this forcible dislocation 
and abnormal intermixture of all the 
peoples of the civilized world, there 
may emerge a physical type tending 
to revert to an ancestral one, older 
;than any of the present 
European 


varieties'? 
The law seems to be well 


supported elsewhere, that crossing be- 
tween 
highly evolved 
varieties or 


types tends to bring about reversion 
to the original stock. The greater the 
divergence between the crossed vari- 
eties, the more powerful does the re- 
versionary tendency become. 


"A powerful process of. social selec- 


tion is apparently at work among us. 
Racial heterogeneity, due to the di- 
rect influx 
of foreigners in large 


numbers, is aggravated by their rela- 
tively high rate of reproduction after 
arrival, and, in many instances, by 
their surprisingly sustained tenacity 
of life, greatly exceeding that of the 
native-born American. 
Relative sub- 


inerEence;of the domestic Anglo-Saxon 
stock is strongly indicated for the 
future. 
Our great philosopher, Ben- 


jamin Franklin, estimated six chil- 
dren to a normal American family 
In his day. 
The average at ihe pres- 


ent time is slightly above two. Even 
among the Irish, who are character- 
ized nowadays everywhere by a low 
birth rate, the fruitfulness of the v,-o- 
men is 50 per cent, greater than for 
the Massachusetts native-born. Is it 
any 'ivonder that serious students con- 
template the racial future of Anglo- 
Saxon America with some concern. 


"On the other hand, evidence is not I 


lacking to show that in the second j 
generation of these immigrant peoples ! 
a sharp and considerable, nay. in some 
cses a truly alarming, decrease in 
fruitfuliiess 
occurs. 
The 
crucial 


time among all our newcomers from 
Europe has always been in this sec- 
ond generation. 
The old customary 


ties and usages have been abruptly 
sundered, and new associations, re- 
straints and responsibilities have not | 
yet been formed. Particularly is this 
true of the forces of family discipline 
and religion, as has already-been ob- 
served. Until the coining of the Hun. 
the Italiar., and the Slav, at least, it 
has been among the second genera- 
tion of foreigners in America, rather 
than among the raw immigrants, that | 
criminality has been raosl prevalent. '• 
and it is now becoming evident that j 
It is this second generation in which j 
the influence of democracy and

Thousands of good heifers are 
prevented from being good cows by 
the blindness of the men who raisa 
them.
